SUMMARY: CONGRESSMAN CHARLES DIGGS FRIDAY PRESS CONFERENCE IN 
CAPE TOWN REPORTED MAINLY IN CAPE TOWN PRESS. NO EDITORIAL 
COMMENT BUT REPORTS CHARACTERIZED DIGGS AS ' TOUGH'' AND 
"OBNXIOUS." ON MASERU AAI CONFERENCE, BLACK AMERICAN DELEGATES 
QUOTED ON PLANNED ACTION AGAINST RSA. END SUMMARY. 

1 . ON DIGGS, CAPE TOWN AFRIKAANS PAPER " DIE BURGER" CARRIED 
LENGTHY REPORT ON FRIDAY PRESS CONFERENCE AT WHICH HE " COMMITTED 
HIMSELF TO TOTAL STRUGGLE AGAINST RSA TO ISOLATE IT FROM THE 
OUTSIDE WORLD." DIGGS QUOTED SAYING HE WOULD RETURN TO USA WITH 
" RENEWED RESOLUTION" TO PRESSURIZE RSA. HE FAVORED ECONOMIC 
SANCTIONS, DENIAL OF VISAS, " ANY MEANS SHORT OF MILITARY." HE 
SAW " NO MEANINGFUL DIALOGUE" BETWEEN SAG AND BLACKS AND " NO 
INDICATION OF SIGNIFICANT CHANGE." HE BELIEVED COMMUNIST THREAT 
FROM ANGOLA " OVERPLAYED" AND SAG " PARANOIC" ABOUT IT. THE CUBANS 
WERE IN ANGOLA AS " TECHNICAL ASSISTANTS. FILLING THE VOID LEFT 
BY THE PORTUGUESE" AND IT WAS THE " SOVEREIGN RIGHT" OF AN 
INDEPENDENT ANGOLA TO INVITE THEM. THEY WERE NOT CONTROLLED FROM 
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CARTER ADMINISTRATION WOULD NOT BECOME INVOLVED IN ANGOLA. 

2. PRESS CONFERENCE WAS FRONT PAGE LEAD IN CAPE TOWN ENGLISH PAPER 
"CAPE TIMES" WHICH SAID DIGGS SOUGHT " TOTAL ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
ISOLATION OF RSA AND PLEDGED HIMSELF TO WORK ACTIVELY TO ACHIEVE 
THIS." 

3. JOHANNESBURG AFRIKAANS PAPER " BEELD" ( SISTER PAPER OF " DIE 
BURGER") CARRIED EDITORIAL PAGE COLUMN BH POLITICAL COMMENTATOR 
"DAWIE" ( BELIEVED TO BE PIET CILLIE, EDITOR OF " DIE BURGER") 

WHICH REFERRED TO " THE OBNOXIUS AMERICAN CONGRESSMAN DIGGS WHO 
SAYS HE SEES NO CHANGE IN RSA." COLUMN SAID DIGGS SAW NO CHANGE 
" PARTLY BECAUSE HE DOES NOT WISH TO SEE IT, BUT MORE SO BECAUSE 
HE ECHOES A REGULAR, OBSTREPEROUS ANTI-SOUTH AFRICAN CHORUS." 

4. JOHANNESBURG BLACK-ORIENTED PAPER " WEEKEND WORLD" CARRIED 
REPORT QUOTING UNAMED BLACK AMERICAN DELEGATES AT MASERU AAI 
CONFERENCE PROMISING TO " INTENSIFY EFFORTS TO DEVELOP A 
FORCEFUL LOBBY IN THE USA TO ' SUPPORT AFRICAN OBJECTIVES AND A 
RATIONAL USA POLICY TOWARDS AFRICA. " REPORT SAID " THE GROUP, 

INCLUDING SEVERAL CONGRESSMEN, IS DETERMINED TO GET TOUGH WITH 
THE APARTHEID SOCIETY OF SOUTH AFRICA... THEY DECLARED THEIR 
SUPPORT FOR THE LEGITIMACY OF ATTEMPTS BY ' THE PEOPLE' OF RSA, 

RHODESIA AND SWA TO OVERTHROW THEIR GOVTS BY THE MOST EFFECTIVE 
MEANS AVAILABLE, INCLUDING FORCE IF NECESSARY." REPORT QUOTED 
CONGRESSWOMAN YVONNE BURKE SAYING AT CLOSING SESSION OF CONFERENCE 
THAT THOUGH USA BLACKS HAD LITTLE ECONOMIC POWER, " WE ARE IN A 
PECULIAR POWER POSITION BECAUSE WE ARE A SIGNIFICANT POLITICAL 

FORCE WITHIN THE NATION THAT HAS THE GREATEST POTENTIAL TO 
INFLUENCE EVENTS IN AFRICA. WE PLEDGE OUR SKILLS, OUR 
ENERGIES AND OUR RESOURCES TOWARDS THE LIBERATION OF OUR SISTERS 
AND BROTHERS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA."
